TO BE CONTESTED 


The promised test of the right of J. 
W. CofTroth to hold boxing matches at 
his arena on the Mission road was com¬ 
menced at noon last Monday when 
Sheriff' Chatham of this county stop¬ 
ped a ftbut between Jim Hagan and 
Eddie Fagan that had just started and 
placed them under arrest. 

Promoter CofTroth, Gregory Mitchell, 
who refereed, as well as a score of spec¬ 
tators, were on hand, but none of them 
were molested. The test battle, as it 
has been called, was more realistic than 
even Coff'roth had expected. Bad blood 
had existed between the pair selected 
for the contest, and just as the sheriff' 
was ready to climb through the ropes 
after the round was a minute under 
way, Hagan landed a right swing to 
the jaw that sent Fagan down for the 
full count. Mitchell counted Fagan 
out and then assisted him to his corner. 

Accompanying CofTroth and the two 
fighters was the promoter’s attorney, 
Frank Burke. After the arrest, the 
party, together with Sheriff Chatham, 
was whirled away to Redwood City 


where the sheriff swore out a com 
plaint and the fighters were arraigned 
before Justice Hannon. Having been 
held to answer, with bail fixed at $500 
each, they were booked at the county 
jail. Application was immediately 
made to Superior Judge Buck for 
writs of habeas corpus, which were 
granted, returnable to-day, the men 
being given their liberty on depositing 
$100 cash bail each. 

The arrests by the sheriff are based 
on a decision by District Attorney Bul¬ 
lock who has rendered a decision that 
under the law fights cannot be held 
outside of incorporated cities and towns. 
The Coff'roth arena is not within an in¬ 
corporated town or city and the permit 
was granted by the board of supervis¬ 
ors.

AQUARIUM IN GOLDEN GATE PARK 



Gives Forty Thousand Dollars for At¬ 
traction. 

Golden Gate Park, San Francisco 
is to have an aquarium in the near 
future, which will greatly enhance the 
attraction of the people’s pleasure 
ground and prove one of the most use¬ 
ful studies for the people, young and 
old. 

Ignatz Steinhart, a local banker, has 
sent a letter to the Board of Park 
Commissioners offering $40,000 with 
which to begin the erection of a suit¬ 
able building in Golden Gate Park for 
an aquarium, to be located on a site 
easiest accessible to the visitors of the 
park. This fund, he explains, consists 
of $20,000 from the estate of his broth¬ 
er, Sigmund, who died here ten days 
ago, and $20,000 added by himself. All 
he asks is that the aquarium be named 
the “Steinhart Aquarium.” 

The Park Commission must provide 
for its maintenance but Steinhart 
promises to extend further aid in the 
future.

The honeymoon, it is understood, 
will begin with a short stay at Aiken, 
but the greater part of it will be spent 
on the Harriman estate, which will be 
given up to the young couple for the 
time being by the other members of 
the family. 


Senator Eiihu Root has gone abroad 
as one of the American commissioners 
in the Newfoundland fisheries dispute 
at The Hague. He spent an hour with 
President Taft before leaving Wash 
ington for New York. 

The joint, convention between the 
United Mine Workers and Illinois op¬ 
erators has adjourned sine die. A 
strike was declared by the miners. 
The strike affects the entire State of 
Illinois and will involve between 72,- 
000 and 75,000 men, and it is said that 
in the miners’ strike fund there is 
now about $750,000, or $10 per man. 
The mines already have been suspend¬ 
ed for fifty days without this fund 
being drawn on, and it appears insuf¬ 
ficient for a prolonged strike. 


Another French submarine, the Plu- 
viose, with all her crew aboard, lies 
with thirty fathoms of water over her. 
She was sent to the bottom of the 
English Channel by the cross-channel 
steamer Pas de Calais, which, crowded 
with passengers bound for Dover, 
struck the partly submerged Pluviose, 
when about two miles from the har¬ 
bor. 

Accounts differ as to the cause of 
the accident. Admiral Fournier has 
expressed the opinion that the sub¬ 
marine attempted to pass beneath the 
steamer, while other officials think 
that the Pluviose, after a long dive, 
came up by chance directly under the 
paddle wheels. 

The shock of the contact brought 
the passengers to the steamer’s rails, 
and they saw almost instantly the hull 
of the submarine rolling about as 
though-trying to right herself. A boat 
was hastily launched, but the founder 
ing craft, which seemed to have been 
hard hit, turned partly over and dis¬ 
appeared. 

Signals of distress from the Pas de 
Calais, which was taking water rap¬ 
idly, brought two tugs to the scene, 
and later a torpedo boat destroyer put 
out. and anchored near where the Plu¬ 
viose had gone down. Within two 
hours a wrecking vessel was lying 
near the destroyer, and her crew were 
making hasty preparations to send 
down divers to locate the ill-fated sub¬ 
marine, entombed in w’hich are three 
officers and twenty-four men. 

The chances of rescue are very sltm, 
because, in the opinion of experts, 
either the naphtha reservoirs of the 
Pluviose burst, or the craft was so 
badly damaged that she filled. 

Possible Rescue. 

A special to the Paris Matin from 
Calais says chains have been Attached 
to the submerged Pluviose. A dispatch 
to the Paris Journal says the torpedo 
boat destroyer has reported that a 
diver reached the Pluviose at nightfall 
and heard rappings in the interior.

The finest are used 
for Eastern shipping and San Fran¬ 
cisco or Los Angeles do not get a sur¬ 
plus, unless of seconds. Since the re¬ 
ceipt of the first box of apricots, on 
May 2d, from Cochella valley, followed 
by other lots from Winters and Vaca¬ 
ville, two weeks later, this fruit has 
been straggling into this market, but 
mostly small and unripe.

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CHANGE OF CASHIER 
IN LOCAL HANK 


Next Tuesday W. H.Cofflnberry, late 
oast lie r of the Garrett Banking Com¬ 
pany, at Garrett, Indiana, will suc¬ 
ceed G. F. Hamsher. present cashier of 
the Bank of South San Francisco, who 
has resigned to take the, position of as¬ 
sistant cashier of the San Francisco 
Savings Union Bank, where he will 
have a broader field. 

The following articles taken from the 
South San Francisco Banker and other 
publications are republished as of in¬ 
terest in this connection: 

A VALEDICTORY 

I will sever my connection as Cashier 
with the Bank of South San ^’rancisco 
on May .‘list, and alter July 1st will be 
connected with one of the banks of San 
Francisco. 

While I will not be connected with 
the Bank of South San Francisco as 
Cashier, it is my expectation to remain 
as one of the large stockholders, and 
if the stockholders wish, as it Director 
of the institution, and 1 can assure 
my many friends, and the customers 
of the bank, that 1 will be as keenly 
interested in seeing it grow and ren¬ 
der efficient service to its customers as 
I have been in the past. 

1 have many pleasant recollections 
of the past thirty-one months’ service 
in the bank, and few unpleasant 
memories. 

The early days of my connection 
were during the panic times of 1907, 
and through needless fear of a few 
depositors, and through my lack of 
acquaintance with the people living in 
the vicinity, 1 was given many anx¬ 
ious moments, but 1 believe that those 
unfortunate times were for the benefit 
of the public and myself. 1 learned 
to know the people of the vicinity, 
more quickly than 1 would have under 
other circumstances, and 1 believe that 
the public soon realized that the Bank 
of South San Francisco was always 
ready to pay its depositors on demand, 
and 'not embarass them needlessly in 
the transaction of their business, and 
I am glad to say that limn) of those 
who were needlessly alarmed, and 
withdrew their deposits, have since 
reopened their accounts with us, and 
are some of our most substantial cus¬ 
tomers. 

I am proud of the friends I have 
made,ihnd 1 am not cast down because 
of the few enemies, for in every case 
as I look back on the few of those who 
have become disgruntled at me, I find 
that they have become so because I 
have insisted in maintaining safe 


banking relations in all our transac¬ 
tions. 

In one or two cases it became neces¬ 
sary to refuse the checks of those who 
persistently overdrew their accounts, 
this being the only way of impressing 
them that it was contrary to our prac¬ 
tice and must not be done, and it was 
only after repeated requests in person 
and by letter. In another case an in¬ 
dividual brought in a stranger to us 
with a check to be cashed. We cashed 
it on the endorsement of the local 
party, and the check was returned to 
us marked “NO GOOD,” and we in¬ 
sisted upon the local endorser paying 
the amount—which he did after stand¬ 
ing us ofl* for a year, and only after 
we threatened legal procedure to col¬ 
lect. On one or two rare occasions 
parties became offended because we 
would not lend them money on inad¬ 
equate security — because we would 
not lend on blue sky and smoke pre¬ 
ferred. This is only in keeping with 
our policy of always aiming to do a 
safe legitimate business, and it is for 
the protection of our many depositors. 

It is my intention to continue living 
in South San Francisco, for the 
present at least, because I own my 
home, and because I have found the 
climate delightful, even with the strong 
winds of summer and the dust which 
accompanies. 

I have no doubt but that my suc¬ 
cessor, Mr. Win. H. Coffin berry, will 
be just as considerate of the needs of 
our depositors as I have always tried 
to l>e. C. F. Hamsher.

1 have been called to your city to be¬ 
come cashier of the Bank of South San 
Francisco, vice Mr. C. F. Hamsher, 
who resigns the position to accept a 
well deserved promotion as assistant 
Cashier of the Savings Union Bank of 
San Francisco. I am sure the citizens 
of South San Francisco will join me 
in extending to Mr. Hamsher best 
wishes for success and prosperity in 
his new field. 

The writer expects to enter the 
duties of cashier on June 1st, and so¬ 
licits a continuance of the patronage 
of the people, assuring you that the 
bank will continue to grant courtesies 
consistent with good, safe, conservative 
banking.

From Garrett (bid.) Clipper: 

GOES TO THE PACIFIC COAST 


W. H. Coffinberry, Garrett Banker, 
One of City’s Prominent Residents. 

William H. Coffinberry, cashier and 
for sixteen years connected with the 
Garrett Banking company, and one of 
the most prominent business men of 
the county, leaves May loth to take 


take charge of a bank in South San 
Francisco. 

The announcement made last week, 
came as a surprise to Mr. Coffinberry’s 
associates and friends, and was in fact 
a surprise to Mr. Coffinberry himself. 
He was called to Chicago and tendered 
the position. The job was accepted at 
once, and Mr. Coffinberry returned 
home Friday night to get ready to 
move to the Pacific Coast. 

Born in Fort Wayne and coming here 
with his parents from Butler in 1885, 
Mr. Coffinberry has lived in Garrett 
twenty-live years of his total of thirty. 
At fourteen he left high school to begin 
work for the Garrett Banking Com¬ 
pany, and he has been an employe or 
officer ever since. He rose from Ltook- 
keepef to assistant cashier and then to 
cashier, taking the latter position three 
years ago, when Charles W. Camp re¬ 
signed to become state bank examiner. 

Mr. Coffinberry has long been known 
as one of the leading business men of 
Garrett. While assistant cashier of the 
bank he conducted one of the largest 
insurance agencies in the county; he is 
treasurer and director of the Delvalb 
Building and Loan Association; lie is 
a director ami auditor of the Garrett 
Telephone Company, assistant agent 
of the Baltimore Land and Improve¬ 
ment Company, and he is a farm- 
owner, as well. He has been active in 
bankers’ associations, having served a 
year as vice-president of the Indiana 
Bankers’ Association, anil is now sec¬ 
retary of the DeKalb County Bankers’ 
Association and a member of a com¬ 
mittee of the Fort Wayne Institute of 
Bank Clerks. 

Aside from his own business interests 
and activity in bankers’ associations, 
Mr. Coffinberry has always manifested 
much concern in the upbuilding of 
Garrett and two years ago was elected 
president of the Expansion Club. That 
he made good was evidenced by his re- 
election and and the confidence thereby 
shown him as the active leader of the 
business men of the city. 

The resignation of Mr. Coffinberry as 
cashier of the bank was formally sub¬ 
mitted Monday and action will be 
taken upon it Saturday, at which time 
there is a meeting of the directors, 
which was originally called to elect a 
successor to Charles W. Camp, wht^se 
resignation as president followed his 
appointment as national bank exam¬ 
iner. Messrs. Camp and Coffinberry 
have been the most active factors in 
the management of the bank for years 
and it is coincidental that their resig¬ 
nation should come at practically the 
same time, and acted upon at the same 
directors’ meeting. 

GOOD WORDS FOR MR. HAMSHER 

Many a young man has made use of 
the expression, and many more are 
going to use it: “If I only had a 
chance.” 

Many a bright young man has made 


use of this expression, but it must 
have been made entirely through ig¬ 
norance, because opportunities make 
themselves if men only attend to their 
day’s work properly. A bright man 
cannot bury himself ; his efforts shine 
forth from no matter what quarter he 
is forced to live. This thought is again 
suggested by reason of picking up a 
copy of the South San Francisco 
Banker, a tiny, four-page periodical 
devoted to the Bank of South Han 
Francisco, San Mateo County. 
Probably no one ten miles from 
San Francisco had even heard of 
a place called South San Francisco, 
let alone the Bank of South San 
Francisco, up to a year ago, when a 
young man named C. F. Hamsher, 
came out from Missouri to assume the 
cashiership of this bank.

Wecan see a great future looming up for 
Cashier Hamsher. Some big bank is 
going to demahd his services .—Coast 
Banker, December, 1908. 


A couple of years ago in these col¬ 
umns we called attention to the fact 
that Mr. C. F. Hamsher, cashier of the 
Bank of South San Francisco, was do¬ 
ing things that sooner or later was 
going to attract the attention of city 
bankers. I believe we said at the time 
that even South San Francisco was 
not sufficiently out of the way to pre¬ 
vent Mr. Hamsher's banking ability 
becoming known. Our suggestion of 
two years ago has come to pass, and 
Mr. Hamsher has just accepted the 
assistant cashiership in one of San 
San Francisco’s strong banking insti¬ 
tutions, the San Francisco Savings 
Unior. There Mr. Hamsher will have 
charge of very important work and 
will be given an opportunity of prov¬ 
ing himself. Mr. Hamsher comes 
from Missouri. He wanted to come to 
California, and got an opportunity to 
take the cashiership of the Bank of 
South San Francisco. South San 
; Francisco is a stockyard suburb of San 
Francisco, and apparently there is no 
opportunity there to do anything but 
grow r old and die. But Hamsher did 
not look at the situation in that way. 

: Apparently there was a very low limit 
I to the amount of possible deposits the 
bank could secure. Hamsher got this 
limit and double the amount, but he 
i did notget thisbusiness without work- 
I ing for it. He worked every minute. 
I He followed up every possible avenue 


for stirring up new business. He pub¬ 
lished a paper in the interest of the , 
bank—got it out in several languages, 
because of the fact that there was a 
large foreign population. One day a 
big piece of news happened in the 
town. Hamsher had the local weekly 
publish an extra and he paid the ex¬ 
penses of it, and all the space that 
was not devoted to the news story was 
occupied by advertisements of his 
bank. Alden Anderson wanted to 
appoint him chief deputy state super¬ 
intendent of banks, but he had not 
been in the state long enough, so this 
fell through. The attention of the offi- 
ers of the San Francisco Savings 
Union was attracted to him, resulting 
in their making him an offer, which 
has been accepted, and the Savings 
Union has undoubtedly acquired a 
very able addition to its official staff'. 

The appointment of Mr. Hamsher 
calls attention to the fact that the San 
Francisco Savings Union’sofficial staff' 
is very well rounded. Mr. Drum, the 
president, is a lawyer of acknowledged 
ability, and takes a broad view of all 
questions. Mr. Welch, who has grown 
up in the bank, is regarded as one of 
the best administrators of the interior 
workings of a bank in the country. 
He has frequently made addresses be¬ 
fore different bankers’ associations, 
which have attracted a great deal of 
attention. Mr. Hamsher is essentially- 
a business builder. He is made of the 
kind of material that any bank could 
afford to pay well for .—Coast Banker, 
May, 1910.
